In the east, near Caen, the hinge of the

In the west. the Americans have expanded their southward 
drive at the base of the Cotentin peninsula to a width of 25 
miles, and have achieved a penetration of the German lines 
varying from two to four miles. They are less than two miles 
from the important communications hub—La Haye du Puits. 


All along the front the Germans are fighting fiercely. 


The situation is changing rapidly 
on the east and west sectors of 
the Normandy front, says the P.A. 
correspondent at Allied Supreme 
H.Q. The Canadians have made a 
push of about a mile and a half 
nearer Caen, from the North-West, 
and. the British have closed in a 
similar distance from the West. 

The two advancing bodies, linked 
in their advance, will be in the 
western suburbs of Caen in another 
inile or so.

A boy or girl leaving primary

single item of jewellery at a 
Dublin auction was reali at 
Messrs.  Battersby’s showrooms 
yesterday, when a well-known 
Grafton street’ firm of goldsmiths 
and jewellers gave £4,000 for a 47- 
stone diamond necklet. Regarded 
by prominent art dealers as the 
finest diamond necklet ever to have 
been auctioned in the city, . it 
belonged to the jewellery collection 
of the Domvile family, of Santry 
Court, Dublin.

General Dempsey. Yesterday, in 


spite of heavy rain, which inter-. 


fered with aerial activity, the 
Canadians made -a general 
advance of about two-and-a-half 
miles, working their way along 
the railway line from Bayeux to 
Caen from the north-west. They 
claim to have captured the village 
of Carpiquet, about three miles 
west of Caen, the spires of which 
now can be seen by the attackers. 
There is an airfield at Carpiquet, 
and the use of it ought to give 
the Canadian forces a consider- 
able advantage. Here, as else- 
where, the invaders are encounter- 
ing fierce resistance, which is 
being provided largely by mortar 
batteries. The Germans seem to 
have an extremely large supply 
of these weapons, which they are 
using with much effect; but 
yesterday’s reports indicated that 
the Allies were putting up an 
artillery barrage heavier than any- 
thing that has been experienced 
so far during the present cam- 
paign. The British also are 
advancing steadily, if slowly, 
towards Caen. Yesterday they 
gained about a mile and a half, 
moving from the west; and it is 
reported that their position on the 
Odon salient is completely firm. 
Manifestly the Germans are 
determined to hold on to Caen 
for as long as possible. Marshal 
Rommel still has numerous 
reserves, most of whom are stated 
to be young troops of the S.S. 
rather than of the regular type 
of German soldier. They even 
include units of the Hitler 
Jugend, who, in spite of their 
tender years, are fighting with

the beginning there obviously 
was a good deal of misunder- 
standing. Neither the Americans 
nor the British have yet fully 
recognised the claims of General 
de Gaulle’s Algiers Committee to 
be regarded as the Provisional 
Government of the French 
Republic, although, in this regard, 
London seems to be more 
sympathetic with General de 
Gaulle than is Washington. Ever 
since the first landings, however, 
the invaders, while relying largely 
and inevitably upon military 
administration of the vccupied 
territories, have been working in 
conjunction with an Allied Civil 
Affairs Commission, which has 
been described as “a working 
body without a head.” It is con- 
trolled by a British brigadier who 
stated in an interview yesterday 
that everything possible was being 
done to co-operate with existing 
civilian authorities in French 
towns and villages. He refused 
to enter into any discussion of 
the political problem, declaring 
that it was his job to see that the 
French civilians neither should 
starve nor should interfere in any 
way with military operations. On 
the whole, he said, relations 
between his Commission and the 
French people were “ extremely 
cordial,” The Allies had worked 
in harmony with the French 
authorities. The spokesman of 
the Control Commission declared 
that the problem of refugees was 
well in hand; but, if and when 
the battle line moves farther 
south, the Commission’s. task will 
be bound to become more 
formidable. In the meantime, no 
genuine progress seems to be 
made in the controversy between 
“he Allies and General de Gaulle. 
From every point of ,view the 
position is highly unsatisfactory. 
Actually no real solution ever will 
be likely to be found until the 
people of France shall have had 
a chance to express their wishes 

As matters stand at pre-
